Election/Restrictions

Determination with two metric calculation units, this correspond to the first embodiment 
figure 2.

Determination with a selecting unit, this correspond to the second embodiment figure 4. 

Group III, claim(s) 5-7, drawn to receiving apparatus using Maximum-Likelihood 
Determination with a radius setting unit and two selecting units; this correspond to the 
third and fourth embodiments figures 5 and 6.
